Thurſday laſt being the 2: of this inftane 
BNovem,we reccived an Allarum frow Sea,: 
\. occaſioned by certaine. fhips, who had the 
Princes coloursand\'firuck fayl within three ferpues of 
Helverd-fluce;z whereupon the Lord Admirall ſent 
torch three Frigats,and two of. the great Veſſels, who 
chaſed them,and gave them many a gallant ſhot, and 
atter few hours. d1{pute, boarded one of them, & ſunk 
another;the Maſter of the prize which was taken, con- 
feſſed, that they were bound for the Prince, with a re- 
ſolution to joyn with himand to affift his Highneſfte a- 
oainſt the Parliament. 

This Fleet & {aid -ro confift of about eleven ſhips, 
moſt of tem being men of Warre,and it is rumour'd, 
tl at they were moot them Swediſh Ships, Wh 

But the Princes Fleet hath declared , - tharthey will 
not be commanded by any ftrangers,who ſince the dif- 
miſſing of the Lord PV/7Loughty,and Capt.Batten,have 
made Prince Rupert Lord Admirall; but the Sea-men 
were {o muchinraged and troubled thereat, that they 
began to mutiny,reftſted the Command of Pr. Rupert 
and the reſt of the Iriſh and Dutch. Commanders. fell 
to blowes, killed 3 or 4 cminent Commanders, woun- 
ded divers of them, amonyſt the reſt, Prince Rupert 
hathy-received a dangerous wound and its thoughr mor- 
tall. The Conflict being ended,the Mariners of the re- 
volred ſhips called a Councell amongſt themſc]ves, 
turned Gut Pr. Rupert,and divers others,and have made 
choice of new Commanders,
